Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner notes that the features of figure 6 are somewhat 
unsual.particularly the columnar shape with the rounded top and the relative height to spacing. This would result in 
round/ U rooves and flat lands. Limitations which take advantage of the teachings of this figures could prove fruitful. 
The applicant argues that the 102 rejections are unfounded. The examiner has adopted the position that the language 
is somewhat akin to intended use and that one could pull a replica of the useful optical recording medium directly off 
the resist image. There might be a difference in the polarity of the image, which might require one to record on the 
lands, rather than the grooves or vise versa. The applicant argues that this process would not be desirable as only a 
few copies could be made. The examiner agrees, but note that the claims rejected under 102 only recite the resist 
pattern formation and are light on limitations on the desired replica or resist pattern lending themselves to broad 
interpretations. The applicant argues that the references do not describe developing the reis t to the substrate 
(Yamada et al. '267 states that the resist thickness is equal to groove depth and therefore through development is 
taught) The abstract of JP 59-193560 teaches that the groovce depth and the resist thickness are both 700 angstroms) 
Abstract of JP 60-029950 teaches the same dimensions 0.01-200 microns for the resist thickness and the depth of the 
grooves) (Delatt et al. shows the resist not coating areas 5 in figure 1 .) Therefore through development is taught in all 
the references. The applicant's representative argued that the use of the inverse master was unusual due to the 
desiablility of being able to evaulate the desired pattern after development in the prior art, which requires a direct 
replica, not the inverse. The applicant argues that the flatness of the substrate surface in the inventive process leads 
to flatter lands than would be achievable using the more conventional process. The examiner invited the applicant to 
submit declaration evidence to that effect to obviate the combination which includes Folger et al. '978, particularly if the 
claims included limitations that made that A relevant. The possibility of incorporating the limiations of dependent claims 
such as 13 and 33, into the independent claims was raised as well. This might reduce the issues at hand. 
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
